ON BOROUGH'S FIELD 



In the fourth meeting of the sched- 
uled live-game series for the champion- 
ship of the Main Line League, Paoli 
succeeded in forcing the series to a 
standstill by virtue of their spectacular 
victory over Narberth in a return con- 
test on Sunday at Rustic Park. 

In dividing the honors over the past 
week-end both teams repeated their 
accomplishments of the previous week 
and each now holds two victories 
apiece. The fifth and deciding game 
of the series, which will be held at 
Narberth on Saturday, will mark the 
crowning of the champion club of the 
Main Line League circuit for this sea- 
son. 

Charley Madden's Paoli Club have 
evidenced a slight superiority over the 
present champions in batting prowess 
which they have exhibited in each of 
the four games played. Paoli out-bat- 
ted Narberth in the first two games. of 
the series with an average of .329 
against .311 of the borough nine. For 
the two subsequent games of the cham- 
pionship plays, the percentages were 
subject to recessions, but the Western- 
ers still managed to stay out front by 
hitting for a return of .303 as com- 
pared with .271 for the champions. 

This superiority with the mace and 
the inability of the Narberth players 
to cope with Paoli's star moundsman, 
Jimmy Noblitt, are the features that 
led to the rally of the Paoli Club which 
enabled them to stalemate the cham- 
pionship standing. 

With Dominic Verna and Barney 
Umbach at bat, Jimmy Noblitt and Bill 
Hagey to share the mound duties and 
the renowned scintillating plays of that 
big three, Henry-to-Verna-to-Potter, 
Paoli is a decided and alarming favo- 
rite to take back to Paoli grounds the 
1930 championship of the Main Line 
League. 

In both of these games the bulk 
of the Narberth scoring was due to 
blunders by Paoli. Of the nine runs 
which the champions scored for the 
pair of contests only five were earned, 
one of these errors coming in the last 
inning of the first game at Narberth 
on Saturday that gave the Narberth 
nine access to the winning tally and 
victory over Paoli.

Gives Latest Advice On 

Japanese Beetle Control 

Japanese beetle grubs are now feed- 
ing heavily on roots of the sunny sec- 
tions of lawns in the Philadelphia area 
that have not yet been treated with ar- 
senate of lead. Large brown areas are 
appearing in the lawns as the result of 
the feeding. Grubs may be poisoned 
by distributing five pounds of arsenate 
of lead on the portion of the lawn ex- 
posed to the sun. It is advisable to 
use a carrier with each five pounds of 
arsenate of lead, such as seventy-five 
pounds of dry bar sand. Apply the 
mixture when the grass is dry. 

On lawns that are so damaged that 
reseeding is necessary, the lead arsen- 
ate may be incorporated in the top 
soil. Demonstrations conducted by 
Charles K. Hallowell, Philadelphia Ex- 
tension representative, 247 South Juni- 
per Street, indicate that a treatment of 
arsenate of lead gives protection from 
grub injury for at least three years.

Dr. Marion Kdward ['ark. make a plea 
for courageous and accurate thinking. 

Dr. Park resinned charge of Bryn 
Mawr College this week following her 
recent return from Kgypt and the Near 
East, where she spent her sabbatical 
year. 

"We have a tradition at Bryn Mawr 
College which is a valuable one for a 
democracy. wherein we recognize 
standards." she said. "Whether we like 
them or not, we have to live with them 
and thus we are directed toward accu- 
rate and courageous thinking. 

"Accurate thinking takes us over an 
area explored, while courageous think- 
ing takes us over old boundaries into 
new areas. We should not he afraid 
of either distinguishing or choosing 
between better and best. Nor should 
be we afraid of the recognition of our 
limitations or ■ of the adjustment that 
follows." 

Dr. Helen Taft Manning, who has 
been acting president, resumed her 
position as dean of the college. 

College began for 109 freshmen 
Wednesday with the opening of Fresh- 
man Week, during which interviews 
are given by the president and the dean, 
medical and physical examinations are 
held and freshmen are instructed in the 
rules of the Self-( iovernmcut Associa- 
tion.
